Rapid advances in medical knowledge and technology have led to 


subspecialization in order to achieve and mantain high competence. 


Critically i111 children require the life support systems and 
Skilled professionals available only in centralized intensive 
care units. Subspecialists require a regional setting for the 
concentration of sufficient number of patients with special 
problems to justify financially the considerable staff and 
expensive technology needed to permit physicians and nurses 

to maintain their skills. 


There is a national trend toward the practice of medicine by 
groups of physicians rather than solo practitioners. Multi- 
disciplinary groups fit well in a regional system at all levels 
and can foster the sharing of a wider spectrum of knowledge 

and techniques and continuing reviews of performance. 


Recent advances in communication and transportation technology 
have greatly aided regionalization. Interstate highways, emer- 
gency radio networks, ambulances, helicopters, computers, toll- 
free lines, and closed-circuit television have all contributed 
to the movement of patients and information. 


Organization of facilities and services to provide a progres- 
sive continuum of care encourages referrals of problems from 
the primary to the more specialized levels as well as simpli- 
fying the return of patients to the primary level for con- 
tinued care when feasible and mutually acceptable to patients 
and practitioners. Mutual familiarity, interchange by tele- 
phone, and visits can thus enhance confidence among practi- 
tioners at various levels. 


A sound plan for emergency care is simplified by regionaliza- 
tion that has clinical capability, initial patient stabiliza- 
tion, and adequate transportation to centers that are equipped 
and staffed to provide comprehensive services at any hour. 


The haphazard application of medical care has often led to 
overlap, duplicaticn, unnecessary proliferation of highly 
specialized services, inadequate utilization of skills and 
high costs. Proviaing comprehensive pediatric care has been 
shown to reduce costs by reducing the need for hospitaliza- 
tion, the major contributor to such costs. 


At the tertiary level, where highest costs occur, regionali- 
zation leads-to a concentration of sufficient beds and occu- 
pancy at a consistently high level.

Forethought in selecting sites for nationwide regional cen- 
ters would make it possible for a family moving from one 
region of the country to another to be referred to a new 
unit, confident that an i11 or handicapped child would con- 
tinue receiving expert care. Such a plan would require a 
long-range commitment to national health planning and access 
to high-quality health services for all children.

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DEFINITIONS OF LONG TERM CARE FACILITIES 


Nursing homes in Missouri are classified through their licenses 
as to the level of care they may offer. The State of Missouri presently 
licenses nursing homes by the following classifications: Professional I; 
Professional II; Practical; and Domiciliary. 


A Professional I nursing home renders care under the direction of 
a professional registered nurse. The registered nurse provides nursing 
and treatment methods under the direction of a physician. This type 
of facility must maintain the highest qualifications for fire, safety, 
construction, administration, and patient care in the State of Missouri. 


In such a facility, a registered nurse must be on duty eight hours per 
day, seven days per week. 


Professional II facilities differ only slightly from that of Pro- 
fessional I. Construction, fire, safety, and administration qualifi- 
cations are virtually alike. The major difference lies, however, in 
. the area of staffing. In a Proféssional II facility, a professional 


registered nurse, licensed in Missouri, must be on duty eight hours per . 
day, five days per week. 


Practical nursing homes are regulated for construction, fire, 
safety, and administrative functioning and differ only slightly from 
Professional I and Professional II facilities in these respects. The 
major difference between the Practical facility ‘and the Professional 
facility, again, lies in the area of staffing. A licensed practical 
nurse, licénsed in Missouri, must be on duty at least 8 hours a day, 
seven days a week, and a R.N. consultant must be employed and avail- 
inpe for emergencies by being in the near vicinity of the home 24 hours 
a day. 


Domiciliary homes are equipped to provide personal services to 
residents who are not in need of nursing care.- This type of facility 
is not considered a nursing home. The domiciliary home furnishes a 
protected environment of food, shelter, personal services, and 24 hour 
supervision to residents but is not equipped to admit patients who: are 
confined to their beds or to provide skilled nursing care. 

A boarding home is defined as a residence for three or more indi- 
viduals over the age of 62 not related to the owner of the facility 

who pay a fee to reside in the facility. Boarding homes for the aged 
offer food, shelter, laundry, and other incidental personal services. 
The present boarding home law limits residency and provides that local - 
fire and sanitation ordinances apply. 


Participation in the Medicare (Title XVIII of the Social Security 
Act) and Medicaid (Title XIX of the Social Security Act) programs is 
voluntary in Missouri. Medicare is a federal and state program which

provides insurance coverage, in limited amounts and for limited time 
periods, for hospitalization and physician fees. Eligibility require- 
ments are based on age only and cover virtually all citizens over 65, 
Medicare certified nursing home beds must provide skilled nursing care. 
Medicaid is 3 state and federal program which is administered by the 
States and wiich provides public assistance for health care. Eligi- 
bility requirements are based on financial need. Medicaid certified 
beds may provide either skilled or intermediate care. The total num- 
ber of certified beds for Medicare does not necessarily equal the 
facility's bed capacity. 


A skilled nursing home, as defined by Medicare/Medicaid, is a 
facility offering 24-hour comprehensive nursing care under the super- 
vision of a licensed nurse on all shifts every day of the week. The 
director must be a registered nurse. 


An intermediate care Medicaid certified nursing home is a facility 
providing some form of personal care and the nursing services of a 
registered nurse and/or licensed practical nurse a minimum of 56 hours 
per week (8 hours per day, 7 days per week). A registered nurse must 
be available for consultation a minimum of four hours a week if the 
nursing home director is a LPN and not a RN. 


Facilities presently licensed as Professional I nursing homes by 
the State of Missouri normally can qualify as skilled care nursing 
homes under the Medicare/Medicaid programs. 


Prefessional II and Practical nursing homes as licensed by the 
State of Missouri essentially meet the requirements of the intermediate 
care nursing home as defined under the Medicaid reimbursement program. 


Domiciliary and Boarding Homes are not qualified to receive Medi- 
care and Medicaid patients, . 
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PUBLIC PROCESS 


AND 
SUMMATION OF COMMENTS 


During May and early June, 1979, the public was given the oppor- 
tunity to comment on the final draft of the Missouri State Health Plan 
as approved’ by the Statewide Health Coordinating Council. Consistent 
with Federal requirements, public notification of the hearing and 
review process was published in major newspapers throughout the state. 
In addition to the plan being generally available and publisized through 
the distribution of fliers (see following), individuals ans specific 
interest groups were personally contacted and input solicited. These 
included, but were not limited to: 

1. the Office of the Governor; 

2. numerous officials in the Executive Branch; 


3. the leadership and interested state senators and 
representatives of the General Assembly; 


4, the entire Missouri Congressional Delegation; . 
5. many key state officials; 


6. the five Health Systems Agencies and their sub- area 
councils (to reach local consumers and interested providers); 


7. the 20 Regional Planning Commissioners (to reach local 
elected officials); 


8. the Area Agencies on Aging; 

9. local Health and Family Services Offices; 

10. slverste and college officials; 

11. professional provider associations; 

12. the five Professional Standard Review Organizations; 


13. the 18 Community Action Agencies (to reach the less 
affluent and minorities); and 


14. voluntary health associations. 
All of the above; as well as the general public, were specifically 


encouraged to respond verbally and in writing to specific issues and ~ 
concerns raised in the plan. Finally, on May 18, 1979, a public hearing 
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was held which offered a formal setting for testimony relative to the 
plan. Comments received as a result of this step and the informal 
input were reviewed by the Statewide Health Coordinating Council and, 
where deemed beneficial to the overall scope and direction of the plan, 
were included in the plan which was finally approved on June 15, 1979. 


Plan sections which received a majority of the coments included: 
school health education, environmental health, family planning services, 


mental health services, acute inpatient services, and maintenance ser- 
vices. 


These comments represented a diverse spectrum of opinion on issues 
such as abortion, nuclear energy, sex education in schools, and society's 
role in the care of the aged and the mentally ill.
